The Stockport Town Hall was commenced in October 1904. and opened by their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales on July 7. It is designed in the Renaissance style, and 

has a main frontage of 220 feet. the clock-tower rising to a height of 130 feet above the main entrance. The principal entrance and staircase-hall are treated with Italian marbles, and the 

principal rooms are panciled with Austrian wainscot oak. The total cost of the undertaking, including furniture, fittings, etc.. has been £100,000. The architect is Sir Brumwell 
Thomas, F.R.I.B.A.. of Westminster, who also designed the Belfast City Hall and the Woolwich Town Hall.
